Although the law gencrally affords a 
man protection against most injuries, 
it sometimes happens that such pro- 
tection proves quite inadequate to 
atone for the character of the offeriee.

remarks rather to (journalistic) youth 
and inexperionce than to any natural 
depravity of heart or disposition.” 
In common politeness we acknow- 
ledge what may possibly be intended 
for courteous counsel, although what 
| our forcible denial of certain charges 
jimputed to the Telegraph by the 
Chine Mail can have to do “with 
natural -depravity of heart'or dispo- 
sition” is at prosent a mystery, | At 
the samc time we beg most empha- 
tically to decline the consideration 
| which the Gazetle wishes to show us 
on account of our youth and inexpe- 
rience. Wo regret. that our Japan 
contemporary did not let himself out 
tothe fullest extent, asthe column 
on “Sensational Journalism in Hong- 
kong” as: a literary production is 
feeble beyond all. measure, to say 
nothing of its goneral untruthfulness 
and unfair tendencies. ; 
Our opponent is cvidently no jour- 
nalist. The references to the editor 
of this paper by name form a glaring 
breach. of etiquette which only a 
novice could liave perpetrated. As 
it happens however, Mr. Fraser-Smith 
is quite prepared to defend the pusi- 
‘tion he-has assumed and thé language 
he has used towards the Ching Mail, 
now, or at any other time, here or in 
any other place; and we would point 
out to the editor of the Yapan Gazette 


as he crroncously assumes, but ques- 
tions of principle and fact, which we 
are prepared to maintain before any

We might have treated the vapid 
utterances of the Jupau Gazelle with 
silent contempt; we have preferred 
to allude to them with contemptuous 
indifference.
